Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

On 07/15/03 the examiner left a brief but detailed phone message with Mr. Anglehart stating the amendment to 
page 8 did raise new issues since the incorporated by reference file needed to be reviewed and stated that figure 4 
taught a display controller , CRTC1 , that overlayed a composited image, YUV overlay, onto the desktop, thus figure 4 
of this application and the incorporated by reference application do not teach the claimed display controller that 
performs blending and overlaying of two surfaces. 
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
